REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-8, 10, 1 1, 13, 15, 18, 19, 21, 23-30, 33, 37, 38 are pending in the present 
application. Claims 9, 12, 14, 16, 17, 20, 22, 31, 32 and 34-36 have been cancelled by the 
present amendment. The Examiner has indicated that Claims 14, 22, 35 and 38 would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Specification 

Applicant has amended paragraphs. [0004], [0016] and [0020] to correct minor 
clerical errors. Applicant respectfully submits that no new mater has been added. 

Claim Rejections 

The Examiner rejected Independent Claims 1,15 and 26, and Claims 2-7, 9, 12, 13, 

16, 17, 20, 21, 24, 25, 27, 28, 30-32, 36 and 37 depending therefrom, under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b) as being anticipated by Japanese Patent No. 01289715 to Takemi (hereinafter 
"Takemi 715")- The Examiner also rejected Claims 8, 1 1, 19, 23, 29 and 34 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being rendered obvious by Takemi 715 in view of one or more additional 
references. 

Applicant has amended Independent Claims 1,15 and 26 to include the limitations of 
dependent Claims 14, 22 and 35, respectively, and all intervening dependent claims. As 
Claims 14, 22 and 35 were indicated as allowable if rewritten in independent form, Applicant 
respectfully submits that Independent Claims 1,15 and 26, which now include the limitations 
of Claims 14, 22 and 35, respectively, are allowable along with Claims 2-7, 8, 9, 1 1-13, 16, 

17, 19-21, 23-25, 27-32, 34, 36 and 37 depending therefrom. Applicant has rewritten Claim 
38 in independent form and requests the allowance thereof 

It is believed that the above represents a complete response to the Official Action and 
reconsideration is requested. Specifically, Applicant respectfully submits that the application 
is in condition for allowance and respectfully requests allowance thereof
